III. PURPOSE AND NEED 
 

The purpose of this project is to improve the safe and efficient movement of people, goods, and 
services along the KY 22 corridor. This corridor of KY 22 has an average daily traffic (ADT) of 
1400 cars and has high vehicle crash rates with a total of 76 crashes from January 2002-2008. 
Of those crashes there was one fatality and 24 injuries. With this project we will correct existing 
geometric deficiencies in typical section, horizontal and vertical alignment. An overall major 
concern for this corridor is improving the ability for freight to travel this route from Owenton 
through Grant County ultimately to I-75.
